Section  1 Assignment:  The  Power  of  Poetry 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  Write  a four-line  poem  similar  to  “Loneliness.”  Choose  a one-word  title  that  refers  to  an 
emotion,  and  then  write  your  poem  in  a similar  style.  Your  poem  does  not  need  to  focus  on  a 
negative  emotion.  You  may  choose  a positive  feeling  instead. 


Assessment  Criteria  (5  marks) 

• The  poem  has  a one- word  title  and  four  lines. 

• The  poem  conveys  an  insight  about  a human  emotion. 

• Word  choices  are  effective. 
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2.  Paraphrase  the  poem  “You  Are  Reading  This  Too  Fast”  into  your  own  words.  What  advice 
offered  in  the  poem  do  you  think  you  would  most  benefit  from  following?  Explain.

3.  In  the  poem  “David,”  what  contrast  is  developed  between  weekday  life  in  the  camp  and 
weekend  mountain  climbing?  Use  details  from  the  poem  to  support  your  ideas.

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4.  In  the  first  verse  of  the  poem  “The  Streets  of  Purple  Cloth,”  what  does  the  speaker  tell  you 
about  how  the  woman  feels?  Support  your  opinion  with  details  from  the  first  verse.

11.  Imagine  that  you're  the  speaker  in  the  poem  “David”  and  some  time  has  passed  since  the 
events  related  in  the  poem.  You're  now  tidying  to  come  to  terms  with  the  death  of  your 
friend.  Write  a composition  similar  to  a journal  entry  in  which  you  explain  to  yourself  why  it 
is  that  you  lied  to  the  men  in  the  camp  about  the  death  of  your  friend. 

The  following  are  suggestions: 

• Use  details  from  the  poem  to  create  realism. 

• Reveal  or  invent  details  that  describe  what  happened  just  before  you  pushed  David 
over  the  ledge. 

• Provide  reasons  why  you  chose  not  to  tell  the  truth  to  the  men  in  the  camp. 

• Suggest  how  you  have  changed  since  the  death  of  your  friend.

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13.  In  Section  1 : Lesson  4,  you  were  asked  to  record  a choral  or  oral  presentation  of  the 

E.  E.  Cummings’s  poem  “Maggie  and  Milly  and  Molly  and  May.’’  Submit  your  recording 
with  this  Assignment  Booklet. 

If  you've  recorded  on  an  audiocassette  or  floppy  disk,  make  sure  it  is  fully  and  clearly 
labelled.  To  protect  the  recording,  you  may  want  to  put  it  into  a padded  envelope  or  wrap  it 
in  bubble  wrap  or  several  layers  of  paper.  Floppy  disks  should  be  placed  in  a protective 
plastic  case;  these  cases  are  available  at  stationery  stores.  If  you're  planning  to  submit  your 
recording  as  an  e-mail  attachment,  talk  to  your  teacher  first  to  find  out  how  this  is  to  be 
handled. 


Checklist  for  a Choral  or  Oral  Presentation  of  a Poem 

Before  submitting  the  recording  of  your  presentation,  ask  yourself  these  questions: 

□ Does  my  voice  have  appropriate  expression  or  range  of  tone  and  inflection? 

□ Did  I use  adequate  volume? 

□ Did  I test  the  volume  levels  of  my  audiocassette  recorder  or  other  sound-recording 
device? 

□ Did  I read  at  an  appropriate  rate,  varying  the  speed  of  delivery  for  effect  whenever 
appropriate? 

□ Did  I articulate  clearly? 

□ Did  I pronounce  all  the  words  correctly? 

□ Did  I communicate  the  author’s  meaning  effectively? 

□ Did  I communicate  the  author's  feelings  effectively? 

□ Did  I use  any  background  music,  sounds,  or  choral  speaking  to  heighten  the  effect  of 
the  poem?  (These  options  are  all  available  to  you — especially  if  you're  working  with 
a group.) 
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Assessment  Criteria  for  Question  13  (15  marks) 


Articulation,  Pronunciation,  and  Volume  Marks 

All  words  are  pronounced  correctly  and  can  be  heard  clearly  and  Strong  (5) 
distinctly.  The  reading  is  always  audible,  and  the  reader  uses  an 
appropriate  range  of  volume. 


Most  words  are  pronounced  correctly  and  can  be  heard  clearly  and 
distinctly.  The  reading  is  usually  audible  although  the  odd  word  or 
phrase  may  be  too  soft  or  too  loud.  A serious  attempt  has  been 
made  at  using  a range  of  volume. 


Proficient  (4) 


Many  words  are  pronounced  correctly,  but  there  are  some  obvious 
errors.  There  is  some  slurring  and  dropping  of  word  endings. 
Several  words  and  phrases  are  too  soft  or  too  loud,  and  little 
attempt  has  been  made  to  vary  the  volume. 


Emerging  (2--3) 


There  is  frequent  mispronunciation,  slurring,  and  “swallowing”  of 
words.  The  reading  is  consistently  too  soft  or  too  loud,  and  there 
has  been  no  discernible  attempt  to  use  a range  of  volumes.
